He 
said he then proceeded to St. Peter's rectory from where 
he notified the police. 

Meanwhile, a witness found Stone's body in the road and 
called sheriff 's deputies. 

THE ANTIOCH RESCUE squad was dispatched just 
before midnight and arrived at 12:12 a.m. Stone-was 
pronounced dead with a broken neck and broken back. He 
was taken to Strang'sFuneral Home in Antioch.

'Although state legislators, who. have been cooperative 
with the Chain of Lakes - Fox River commission, have ; 
appropriated money for the dredging, the commission 
needs a "4(J4 permit" from the federal EPA and Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 

Those powers have indicated they would veto the 
dredging project if the silt, or spoils; from the lakes were 
"dumped" on marshlands. ,' ■ 

There are 6,400. acres of marshland adjacent to the 
Chain of Lakes and the commission needs 30 of those acres 
on which to pile the .silt. At least 10 of the acres are 
presently nothing but a "dump" near the village of Fox 
Laker =sgr 

The'EPA and Fish and Wildlife Service have indicated 
they will need an "environmental impact statement" 
before they allow any "spoils" from the lakes to be put on 
"marshland." • "ri^T ~"

if approved : later, until at least 1979. By then, the 
more-than-$90,0G0 appropriation would be returned to the 
s ta te 's genera I f u nd .- \ 



"THE STATE SENATORS and. representatives haye 
been very cooperative with our commission," said Mr. 
Brook. "But.they might get tired of appropriating funds if 
they 're not used."- 

"Thesta'te EPA and department of conservation, plus 
our own division of water resources, also have been 
cooperative with our commission," he said..
